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Ad Hoc Committee on Meaning of Life Created

Last Wednesday, the Lauren- 
tian Senate announced the establish- 
ment of another committee to exam- 
ine the changing facets of univer sity 
life. 

The ad hoc Committee on the 
Meaning of Life, chaired by SAG 
Senator, P. Rogers, has been man- 
dated to do several things. 

The first mandate of the com- 
mittee is to determine if "42" really is 
the answer to life the universe and 
everything. If so, it is expected that 
the current guide to student conduct 
will be replaced by the "Hitchhiker's 
Guide to the Galaxy". M. Brie, stu- 
dent Senator on the library commit- 
tee says this may complicate things 
for the library as the Hitchhiker's 
Guide" is in five books. Maintaining 
one copy of the Guide is expected to 
eat up 85% of the total library budget 
for new books this year, as it was 



only planning to purchase six addi- 
tional titles.

L.U. receives $369,600 to expand 
distance education

Laurentian University Presi- 
dent Dr. Ross Paul recently signed 
contracts for two programs funded 
through the Northern Distance Fund 
(NDEF). The objective of these pro- 
grams is to expand distance education 
opportunities for Northern Ontario 
residents, especially those in isolated 
communities. 

Furthering the availability of 




complete degrees in French, Lauren- 
tian will receive from NDEF 
$2 1 0,400 to develop the Baccalaureat 
de langue linguistique (Bachelor's 
degree in language and linguistics). 
The University will also receive 
$! 59,200 for the delivery of the Post 
R.N. Bachelor of Science in Nursing 
(B.Sc.N.) program via distance edu- 
cation. Part of the fund will be used 
to revise, and adapt to multi-me- 
dia, the science course of the Post 
R.N. degree in English. This Post 
R.N. B. Sc. N. program will be 
offered in English as of Septem- 
ber 1995. Sudbury has been des- 
ignated as one of the distance edu- 
cation sites, thus increasing acces- 
sibility to the program for local 
registered nurses. 

Some of the funds received in 
this special grant will be used to 
develop five courses for the Post 
R.N. degree in French. "The de- 
velopment of these courses in 
French is the first phase in the plan 
to eventually have the Post R.N. 
degree available in French via dis- 
tance education," said Prof. 
Suzanne Caty, Director of Lau- 



rentian's School of Nursing. 

"The Baccalaureat de langue 
et linguistique will be the only one of 
its kind available by distance educa- 
tion in Canada. Existing Laurentian 
University faculty, with the collabo- 
ration of content experts from other 
institutions, will be responsible for 
course preparation," said Dr. Pascal 
Sabourin, Chair of LU's Department 
of French. 

Dr. Paul Cappon, Vice-Presi- 
dent, Academic, recognizes the im- 
portance of receiving this external 
assistance given the outcome of the 
academic review to look at alternate 
and innovative ways of delivering 
the University's programs. "This is 
an exciting time for Continuing Edu- 
cation, given these new opportuni- 
ties to expand our programs and pro- 
vide additional access to our courses. 
The Ministry and Education And 
Training recognizes the need to in- 
crease access to university-level edu- 
cation, particularly in our region," 
explained Mr. Denis Mayer, Direc- 
tor, Centre for Continuing Educa- 
tion.

During the course of its exist- 
ence the Ulcrainian nation has created 
immortal, spiritual and cultural treas- 
ures which manifest themselves in 
the unique beauty and richness of 
Easter customs and traditions. Their 
roots go back to the pre-Christian era 
and are connected with the Festival 
of Spring. 

After the acceptance of Chri s- 
tianity in 988, many of the pre-Chris- 
tian customs were retained but given 
new meaning and new interpretation 
according to the spirit of Christian 
teaching. IN our days only vestiges 
of these old customs have been pre- 
served and Easter became essentially 
a church hoi iday commemorating the 
Passion and Resurrection of Jesus 
Christ. 

For Ukrainians, Easter has a 
great significance because of its spe- 
cific religious rites, traditional bak- 
ing, Easter songs called "hahilky and 
vesnyanky" and decorated Easter 
eggs with artistic designs of sym- 
bolic nature. The decorated Easter 
eggs are called "pysanky" from the 
word "pysaty" which means to write. 



Ukrainian Easter Traditions 



After in the introduction of Christi- 
anity the decorated eggs became a 
symbol of new spiritual life. 

For Ukrainians, Easter has a 
great significance because of its spe- 
cific religious rites, traditional bak- 
ing, Easter songs called "hahiky and 
vesnyanky" and decorated Easter 
eggs are called "pysanky" from the 
word "pysaty" which means to write. 
After the introduction of Christianity 
the decorated eggs became a symbol 
of new spiritual life. 

Holy Week before Easter be- 
gins with Palm Sunday, which, in 
Ukraine, is called "Pussy Willow 
Sunday" (Verbna Nedilya), and com- 
memorates the triumphal entry of 
Christ into Jerusalem. On this day, 
small twigs of pussy willow are 
blessed in church. On the evening of 
Holy Thursday, called "Great or Pas- 
sion Thursday", twelve gospels are 
read in church in commemoration of 
the passion of Christ. 

On the morning of "Passion 
Friday", Great Friday, The Royal 
Hours are chanted and following that. 



the "Plaschanytsia", The Holy 
Shroud, representing the Body of 
Christ, is carried solemnly three times 
around the church and then laid in the 
tomb. 

At dawn, on Easter Sunday, a 
special resurrection service is held at 
the beginning of which The Holy 
Shroud is placed on the altar. The 
most beautiful and inspiring moment 
of this service is when the priest, after 
the procession, stops before the closed 
door of the church and intones the 
traditional triumphant song "Khry stos 
Voskres" (Christ is Arisen). The 
whole congregation repeats this chant 
several times with great joy. The 
closed doors of the church symbolize 
the closure of the Kingston of Heaven 
up to the time of Christ's Resurrec- 
tion. 

One of the nicest and most 
colourful Easter customs is the bless- 
ing by the priest of food-laden bas- 
kets. Candles are placed in the basket 
and lit during the blessing. This is 
symbolic of Christ, "The Light of the 
World" who brought us the glorious 
good news of life. These baskets.

covered with an embroidered cloth, 
contain Easter called "paska", col- 
oured Easter eggs, "pysanky" and a 
selection of various Easter foods. 

The Easter food blessed in 
church has deep symbolic meaning. 
For instance the egg, since time im- 
memorial, is the symbol of life. The 
egg shell represents Christ's grave 
from which He rose; Easter bread, 
"paska" represents Christ as the 
Lifegiver; cheese and butter, God's 
grace; the horseradish, the bitterness 
of sin; beets, the blood of Christ. 

The Easter breakfast begins 
with the Lord's Prayer following 
which the head of the family divides 
the blessed egg into several portions 
and gives them to each member of the 
family with the customary Easter 
Greeting "Khry stos Voskres" (Christ 
is Risen), extending at this time to 
everyone his best wishes. The tradi- 
tional accepted reply is "Voistyno 
Vokres" (He is Indeed Risen).

Snyder Successful In 
Move To TV

The makeup artists at 
Saturday Night Live couldn't 
have done a better job of 
transforming Kevin Neaion 
into a shiny, happy old guy. 
Oh wait, that's not Kevin 
Neaion, it's Tom Snyder. 

The venerable radio an- 
nouncer now has his own 
gig on late-night television, 
simulcasting the television 
show to radio in Canada 
and the United States. 

Sitting comfortably in 
his easy chair, Snyder con- 
ducts quasi-intellectual 
conversations with his in- 
triguing guests who, sur- 
prisingly, are more than 
willing to disclose juicy tidbits from their privates lives. In a 

recent episode he easily goaded David Steinberg, director of Mad About 
You, into chatting about his past drug experiences. Steinberg quipped, "If 
everything's progressed in the world, why have Quaaludes disappeared?" 
Not being one to let a good topic of conversation disappear, Snyder 
pushed the issue, allowing Steinberg to act out an episode in which he 
snorted coke with Miles Davis. This sort of discourse may be more common 
on Howard Stem's controversial radio show than on late-night network 
television and one almost wonders if the censors missed something. 
However, it does make for some very entertaining TV. 

In fact, Snyder has edged out Stem in gaining access to network 
airwaves. He is so at ease with his guests, it seems like every personality 
appearing on the show is an old, close friend. The chemistry between host 
and guest is remarkable. 

His questions sometimes follow a predetermined script but the 
spontaneity of the show is unadulterated. His interview with long-time 
game show host Bob Barker was smooth and personable but it was clearly 
inevitable that the Dian Parkinson incident would be brought up. Snyder 
carefully waited for a segue and then launched into the topic. Much to the 
audience's delight. Barker spoke candidly about the scandal, a clear symbol 
of respect for Snyder. 

On the down side ofXhsLate Late Show, Snyder's voice is, at times, 
reminiscent of CNN's annoying sports goof, Fred Hickman. Snyder is also 
prone to taking a stab at using hip language. His "I'm there, dude;" brings 
an inappropriate, almost slapstick air to the general flavour of the show. 

Sometimes his guests become so enraptured in their own story- 
telling that Snyder's presence gets forgotten. Like the TV star he is, he 
upholds the late-night tradition of commonly interrupting guests to stick to 
his own itinerary. His frustrating "yeahs" and "rights" are far too prominent 
in the interviews. 

The Late Late Show with Tom Snyder may improve over time. A 
proven veteran of public airwaves and a confidante of his celebrity guests, 
Snyder fits comfortably into the role of talk show host. Whatever criticisms 
of the show exist are really just nit-picking. 

The bottom line is that the humour never stops. Host, guest and 
audience laugh the 60 minutes away and rarely does that sense of embar- 
rassment set in when the viewer pities the guest who just said something 
stupid. 

More compelling is the live aspect of the show. Unlike the similarly 
styled Larry King Live on CNN, Snyder challenges his guests by throwing 
less softballs and fluffy questions. This ensures an entertaining hour of 
stories and anecdotes that stands out from the highly stylized and expen- 
sively produced circuses that rule late night TV.

The Laurentian Voyageurs 
Collective Bargaining Association 
has announced that it is going on 
strike to protest their members' ar- 
chaic training and performing envi- 
ronment.

The work stoppage carries 
ramifications beyond the world of 
student athletics. Local media reserve 
a great deal of coverage for varsity 
sports. One area newspaper reporter, 
asked about the strike, was appar- 
ently unaware of the existence of 
most of the participating teams, but 
expressed glee at an excuse to devote 
more pages to curling and Wolves 
coverage. 

A local radio station an- 
nounced that it would cover the lost 
air-time by re-broadcasting old Vee 
Line releases, although a contact at 
the station assured the community 
that any releases with fundamental 



mistakes (like compressing fourmin- 
utes into forty seconds) would be 
verified and corrected.

Michael Jordan unretired from his minor professional baseball career to re- 
pursue basketball.

That sums up boxing. But who, you 
may wonder, will be the next athlete to retire 
and then come back to take another kick at 
the cat, for one more shot at glory, for the 
spotl ight. . . It will be Wayne Gretzky . Number 
99 will retire at the end of this lockout-short- 
ened season after missing the playoffs for the 
second time in his career and say "To hell with 
hockey!" 

He has contemplated retirement for three to four years because he 
has done it all: won numerous MVP and scoring titles, the Stanley Cup, and 
shares or owns over fifty NHL records. What else can he do? One thing he 
cannot do is win the Stanley Cup with the Los Angeles Kings. The Kings' 
management never built a team around the Great One through their draft 
system.

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Many Happy Returns

Last week marked the return 
of two of the sports world's most 
prominent figures from two very dif- 
ferent leaves of absence. Mike Tyson, 
ex-heavyweight boxing champion, 
re-joined the rest of the free world 
after serving a portion of his original 
sentence for rape, and Michael Jor- 
dan has come back to basketball from 
a self-imposed exile. 

Jordan re-joined the Chicago 
Bulls from a questionable foray into 
the world of professional baseball. 
Jordan donned the number 45 for his 
return to the court and left his retired 
jersey, 23, hanging from the rafters. 
After his first game, in which he shot 
7 for 28 from the floor, a few too 
many observers would have had Jor- 
dan swinging from the rafters as well. 

It seems that taking over a 
year's leave of absence from a pro- 
fessional sport does not entitle argu- 
ably the world's finest basketball 
player a few games to regain his 
rhythm. Rather, expectations are such 
that most fans demand an immediate 
return of Michael's peak perform- 
ances with the Bulls. It would be utter 
foolishness to count him out of it 
already, based merely on his first 
couple of games. 

Even if Jordan had spent some 
time with the boys on the court dur- 
ing his sabbatical, no pick-up game is 



going to compare to playing in the 
NBA. Ask an athlete what drives 
them to excel, and competition is 
going to be high on the list. 

The boxing world expects 
Tyson to force a few athletes to be 
counted out, however. Although re- 
ports of his incarceration have been 
rather bizarre, involving a conver- 
sion to Muslim, a developed fond- 
ness for literature and the Chinese 
language, and a diet based upon snack 
food, Mike's occupation at prison 
was in the inmates' gymnasium. The 
man isn't going to have gotten any 
softer in jail. 

One can only hope that the 
apparent mind expansion Mr. Tyson 
has undergone in the past few years 
will help him to realize the position 
he holds within boxing. It seems as 
though the world has pinned their 
hopes on Tyson to re-infuse boxing 
with respect, to make the sport stand 
for skill and power, rather than cur- 
rent premier belt holder George Fore- 
man's flat-footed, sluggish style. 

Rumours suggest that a match 
against either Riddick Bowes or Fore- 
man is in the works, with a pay — off 
in the neighbourhood of $200 mil- 
lion. The smart, free-market capital- 
ism money would lay on him squar- 
ing off initially with Foreman, to gain 
the belt and mega-bucks, and then. 



as.suming a victory for Tyson, face a 
title-defense against Bowes. The 
match between a true belt-holder in 
Tyson and a true contender in Bowes 
is the stuff of boxing promoters' 
dreams and would probably be worth 
even more money. 

Jordan, of course, will experi- 
ence a leap in his sponsorship in- 
come, and is worthy of a consider- 
able kickback from merchandisers 
around the world for changing his 
number. Yet far more important to 
sports fans than either of these gen- 
tlemen's income is their contribution 
to the quality of their respective sport. 
Both boxing and basketball were de- 
crying a lack of model athletes before 
Jordan and Tyson's returns. 

Now that basketball has His 
Airness back, that model athlete po- 
sition is filled. But whether Tyson is 
the answer to boxing's dilemmas is a 
murkier question. No sport, no mat- 
ter how gifted the athlete, can make a 
role model out of a rapist. 

If the world accepts Tyson's 
apparent reforms, however, boxing 
may be in possession of an intellec- 
tual, spiritually focused master of the 
discipline, along the lines of a 
Muhammad Ali, and the sports world 
will have been lifted, in merely one 
week, to ideal heights.
